Improved road. Of this 110 miles Is 
county bond road and state aid road, 
brick and concrete and as fine as any 
pared street In Decatur. 
One hun- 


mlles Is township road, ten miles of 
>rlck and concrete and ninety miles 
of graiel and macadam. 
Six town- 


ships In the county have this jcar 
voted hard roads 
Ths county bond 


program, which was greatly Inter- 
rupted by the war and almost halted 
last year, has been resumed. By the 
«nd of this season every town in Ver- 
milion county will be connected with 
Danville by a first class pa\ed road 
BT this time next jear all of the 
towns In the county will be linked 
together by ;>a\ed roads. 


COUNTY BOND PROGRAM. 


The county bond 
road 
program 


started In 1915 provided for the build- 
Ins of a county highway system of 
1^6 miles of road at a cost of a mil- 
lion and a half dollars. There re- 
mains about flfty-fi\e miles of this 
road to be completed and the rnovt im- 
portant links In It w i l l be built In 
this jear 
This roa'l was to have 


been completed In 1917 and 
would 


have been but for th« war. The war 
boosted ths price of materials and 
took away both men and teams 
In 


3'IS fifty-one m>l"S of road was com- 
pleted. In 1917 forfy-one mile", and In 
•P1S fourteen miles 
The rends were 


let In nine big con'racls 
All of the 


contracts were forfeited because of 
renditions brought about ry the war 
It now costs 12^00 a ml'e to build 
concrete road which In 9'5 was let 
at J8.200 a mile. 


HARD ON CONTRACTORS 


The. county Is undertaking the com- 


pletion of ths unfinished contrac's 
beginning where the contractors left 
off and holding the contractors or 
triMr bondsmen responsible for the In- 
creased cost. The countv Is limited in 
the extent of Its building? operations 
><y *he amount of money which It ha*1 


In the treasury. It is taklriK up these 
contracts and complMInjj them as it 
has fiimls with which to do It 
It IF 


necessary that the county complete a 
contract and determine the exact cast 
before a bill can bo rendered against 
the contractor and his bondsmen. It 
Is hard on the. contractors, but ir 


seam.s to be the only way out of II 


The contracts on one section have 


t>en twice forfeited. 
The first con- 


tractor forfeited his contract before 
ihs work was even hegun. The Job 
was relet and !he second contractor 
was unable to finish It. The guar- 


antee company is now having the 
work done ,on a cost plus basis. 


SAVES ONE MONET. 


The county Is finishing another 


section and It !s claimed will be able 
to break nearly even for the con- 
tractor.. The contractor lost 130,000 
on this job In 1916. He was an old 
and successful railroad contractor and 
had made a fortune In the building of 
the C. & E I. He had tackled some- 
thing new In the highway contract 
and his organization was at fault. He 
was In a bad way mentally and phy- 
sically because of the strain and wor- 
ry and he would probably have died 
if he had stuck to his contract. He 
turned It over to the county at the 
end of the first year with instruc- 
tions to finish It and send him the 
hill. 
He Is delighted with the ef- 


ficient handling of the Job. He will 
have a loss but it will be a small one 


TOWNS ALIVE. 


Under the law, the 
cojnty 
bond 


roads could not be built through In- 
corporated towns. It looked in the 
beginning as if there would be a gap 
of earth road Inside every town be- 
t«een the ends of the county bond 
road at the corporate limits. Here It 
where the townships got Into the 
game 
They voted bond*, and taxes 


and continued the road through the 
corporations. It Is -the same type of 
road as the county bond road but us- 
ually niu< h mider. 


The Dixie Hlghwav will bn com- 


pleted from Chicago through 
A er- 


mllion county this year. 


This is one of the Federal aid roads 


Vermilion county will not get a dol- 
lar of the federal aid money. But this 
is also one of the state bond routes 
two of which cross the county. The 
state of Illinois will refund to Vermil- 
ion county 825,000 for the money ex- 
pended In the construction of these 
two state bond roads.

AUTOMOBILE OWNERS WILL PAT. 


How does the state propose to pay 


its share of good road construction? 
With the passage of the Sixty Mil- 
lion Dollar Bond l*w, a law also 
was passed by the legislature. In- 
creasing the automobile license fees. 
There will be a sufficient number of 
automobiles in the state paying lic- 
enses to meet the payment of the 
bond and interest as they become 
due, without levying one cent of 
taxe* on the property of the *tate. 
During l»l« there were registered In 
the state about 380,000 automobiles, 
that paid Into the State Treasury J2,- 
700,000. 
During 1919 with the In- 


crease of machines to 480,000, these 
will pay in about }3,250,000. 
On 


January 1st, 1920, the license fees In- 
creased to an average of .$10 per ma- 
chine. 
Therefore with the increase 


in fees and the natural 
Increase in 


numbers of automobiles, It I* antici- 
pated there will be during that year, 
or within a year or two thereafter. 
600,000 automobiles paying license 
fees of an approximate sum of 16,- 
000,000 per annum. 


The average amount of bonds and 


Interest falling due each year, If is- 
sued as anticipated, will b* 13,200,- 
000.00. 
It can be readily seen that 


the incoming license fees will easily 
pay the bonds and Interest and leave 
~ large vurplus. 


Although the cost, of road con- 


struction has Increased from CO to 
75 per cent since 1915, the Governor 
of the State and the Department of 
Public Works and Buildings have 
deemed It advisable. In spite of high 
prices, to open bids and award con- 
tracts on those highways designed as 
federal aid roads, namely: The Dixie 
Highway, from Chicago to Danville; 
the Ivy Trail, from Chicago to East 
St. Louis, via Peorla and Springfield 
the Lincoln Highway, from Chicago 
to Fulton, Iowa; 
the Old National 


Trail, from East St. Louis across the 
state to the Indiana line. 


It Is hoped that before the snow 


files next winter the- people of Illi- 
nois will see between 
600 and 700 


miles of the hard-surfaced type of 
roads completed and opened to traf- 
fic on these designated highways 
And the years to follow will see even 
a greater mileage completed each 
year until all the main arteries are 
covered with hard-surfaced, durable 
roads.

wbtre it is burned under an arch of 
fire brick which soon become incan- 
descent with the great heat. The ;ire 
brick arches, which ar* pierced, are 
used to distribute th* heat evenly 
over th* boiler.
